Jefferson College from 1862 to 1868- 
has been presented to Washington and 
Jefferson College by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Riddle Williams, of Mt. Carmel, Cali­ 
fornia. daughter of Mr. Riddle. 
Dr. Riddle was born 
in

and Princeton Theological Seminary, 
being ordained in 1828. 
After serving the ministry at W est­ 
chester, Virginia, and Pittsburgh, he 
was made moderator 
of the Presby­ 
terian General Assembly. He was ap- 
pointed president* of Jefferson College 
in 1862 and remained in that capacity 
untill868. 
For the next eleven years he held 
tho pulpit at Martinsburg, Virginia, 
whore he remained until his death in 
1888 at the age of 88.

Greensburg. — Reforestation

been applied successfully to stripped 
coal lands by James S. Pates, presi­ 
dent of the Export Coal Company.
